It is neceflary to obferve, and will be ufeful to remember, that 
this Digeft, or General Index, is to be confidered, rather as an In- 
dex of Mazter, than of proper ames of Perfons and Places; for, 
in many Inftances, (Vames are dropt, and the M/azter only preferved;

Reafons for pre- 
ferring the Subjed 
Matter to Names. 
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Trade, Manufatures, &c.; in Inftances of this Sort, the Matter 
of the Petitions is only preferved, and not the Vames of the Per- 
fons or Places petitioning: This was the Idea the Houfe entertained 
of the Work in the Year 1765, when it was under their Confidera- 
tion, upon the Motion* of Alexander Forrefter, Efg. It was upon 
that Principle I laid my original Plan; which met that Gentleman’s 
Ideas fo well, that without any other Recommendation, he generoufly 
gave me his Affiflanee-in Parliament. Therefore, upon the Princi- 
ples of this Plan, and Execution of the Work, the Confulter, when he 
fearches this Index for the well-known Cafes occafioned by Mr. Wilkes, 
muft not expect to find them under his Name; but under the feveral 
Heads, or Titles, of Subje& Matter to which they relate: He mutt 
then, in order to find the Cafes fought, confider the Subject of 
them; whether it be the Cafe of a Libel, a Cafe of Privilege, or an 
Eleétion Cafe, and fearch accordingly ; and he will find under the 
proper Titles, or Subje&t Matter, Mr. Wilkes’s Cafes, as well as all 
others of a fimilar Nature. I mention this Name, becaufe when I 
had the Honour to attend the Committee appointed by the Houfe, in 
May 1776, toconfider this Work, a Right honourable Member+ afked, 
How he was to come at the Bufinefs or Cafes relating to that Gentle- 
man? and enquired for them by ame. ‘Though thefe Cafes may be 
now as well known by the Mame as the Subjeé?s that occafioned them, 
yet, in Time, even this, like many other Names which have produced 
Parliamentary Determinations of great Confequence, may fink into 
Oblivion ; and perhaps might be found with lefs Difficulty from con- 
fidering the Subjeét, than recollecting the Name; for it feems to be 
generally obferved, that there are few ancient Parliamentary Cafes re- 
membered by the Names of the Perfons who o@cafioned them, though 
Names of the firft Confequence, in the Times, in which fuch Cafes 
happened. And in Names of little Note, the Reafon is abundantly 
ftronger; for Example, whoever confiders the Digeft of the Head 
privilege, in the following Work, fuppofing Privitecs to be the Sub- 
je& upon which they want Information, by turning to the N® 11 and 
21, under that Title, will there find a Colleétion of Cafes occafioned by 
various Printers; whofe Names would be of little Ufe to a Confulter, 
in order to make fuch a complete Colle&tion of thofe Cafes as he will 
there find; fuppofing the Names to have been preferved in the 
Alphabetical Courfe of the following Work. And under the Third 
Divifion of the fame Title, N° 51, where there is a Colle&ion of

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Privilege Cafes, occafioned by the Complaints of Mpembers only, the 
Confulter, by running an Eye over the Names, will be inftantly 
convinced, of how little Ufe even thofe Names would have been 
to him, had he been under the Neceflity of making the Colleéion 


of Cafes he will there find, from his own Recolleétion of the various 
Wames* which occafioned them. 


In the Execution of this General Index, upon the Principles 
ftated, all the Mazter which arifes in the Period I have undertaken, 
beginning in the Year 1714, 1* Geo. I. and ending in the Year 
1774, the 14" Geo. IL. (with the Diffolution of the Parliament 
in that Year) is digefted under General Heads, or Titles, to which 
it relates; which Tiles ftand in Alphabetical Order. This Period 
contains Seventeen Volumes of the Journals, commencing with the 
XVIII", and ending with the XXXIV". By this Method of Ar- 
rangement, all fuch Cafes as have any Relation, Analogy, or Sem- 
blance to each other, may be feen together at One View. Thus, 
for Inftance, all Accounts and Papers prefented to the Houfe, will 
be found under the General Head Accounts, &c. digefted and 
ranged, under the feveral Subjects to which they relate, in Alpha- 
betical Order: All Addrefies, prefented to his Majefty, under the 
General Head ApdDrefies +, in like Order; and alfo all thofe moved 
for, and paffed in the WVegative, upon a Queftion.

Under the Head jBetitions are colledted moft, or all, of thofe Peti- 
tions, which pray for the Afifance of, or Relief from, the Legifla- 
ture, with refpect to Debts due to the Crown, Services alleged to 
have been performed,. Rewards, Duties, Taxes, Money, or other 
Revenue Matters; and alfo Precedents of Petitions which have been 
recommended or confented to by the King, refufed or rejefted by the 
Houfe. And, with refpect to thefe, and all other Petitions prefented 
to the Houfe, the Enquirer will learn. how the Houfe difpofed of 
them, and what was done upon each; and if there are no Proceed- 
ings mentioned, it is becaufe the Houfe only received the Petitions, 


and ordered them to be laid upon the Table, without: taking further 
Notice of them. 


Under the Title yribileges are digefted, 2// the Cafes and Com- 
plaints refpecting Breaches of the Privileges of the Houfe; its Commit- 
tees, Members, Servants, Solicitors, or other Perfons attending it. 
And they are fo claffed and digefted, that all thofe of the fame Nature 
will be immediately feen together, upon infpection of the Table of 
Contents, prefixed to the Head. Upon a. View and Confideration 
of thefe Cafes, the generous Sacrifice the Parliament of Great Britain 
made of their ancient and valuable Rights and Privileges, when they 
paffed the Bill, in 1770, ‘‘ To prevent Delays of Fuftice, by reason of 
‘* rhe Privilege of Parliament,” will be clearly feen; and muft ever 
be remembered with Gratitude by a generous Public. 


All the Standing Orders of the Houfe, which have been made 
within this Period, are arranged under the Head (Drbderg; as well 
as thofe Orders which are conftantly made or renewed at the Com- 
mencement of every Seflion. 


Queftions which have been put, and paffed in the Negative, aie all 
digefted under the refpective General Heads or Titles to which they 
relate; and they always make One. Clafs or Divifion under every 
Head or Title; and are generally the laft Divifion of each. 


The Two Heads, Reports and Refolutions, contain Precedents of 


Modes of Proceeding thereon; from whence Forms, and the Order 


of Proceeding of the Houfe, refpeéting Reports and Refolutions, may 
be learnt.

This Index then, in refpe& of its Second Odjeé?, muft, in a great 
Meafure, be axalytical; and. will afford, I hope, a general and 
f{yftematic View of the feveral Rules, Laws,°and Orders of Parlia- 
mentary Proceedings.—And, | flatter myfelf; a little Acquaintance 
with my Plan, and the Work digefted upon it, will fhew, even the 
youngeft Members of the Houfe, that) this:General Index is a Kind 
of Parliamentary Grammar, where the Rules and Precedents for 
their Proceedings may, in many Inftances, be eafily learnt. And I 
hope, that Members of Parliament, the Gentlemen of the Long Robe, 
Solicitors, and others, will obtain, ‘frem:this Digef# of the Journals 
of the Houfe of Commons, Information and Precedents, both with 
re{pect to the Powers and Privileges of the Houfe, as well as to the 
Forms and Order of its Proceedings, which they would neither have 
!ime nor Patience to fearch for without. It is.alfo neceffary to re- 
mark, that in the Arrangement of the feveral Cafes under their re- 
fpe@ive Heads or Titles, in purfuance of the Firft Odje of the 
following Index, Regard has always, been had, where it-iwas prac- 
ticable, to the Mode of Proceeding in fuch refpective Cafés; fo as to 
anfwer, as far as might be, the other effential Purpofe of the Index. 
Bills, for Example, upon the fame Subje& Matter, and for the fame 
Purpofes, have had their Commencements in different Ways; that is, 
by Petition; on Motion; or, by coming from the Lords. And fome- 
times it happens, that a Bill, explanatory of a former AQ, originates 
in a different Manner from what the A@ itfelf did. This naturally 
{plits and divides Matters on the fame Subject; for, it being impo/- 
fle to preferve both thefe Circumftances of Relation, in the Order 
of Arrangement, the Relation of Proceeding has been preferred; and 
reciprocal References are given in thofe Inftances.—So likewife, in 
Enquiries taken up by the Houfe, the fame Bufinefs or Subject Mat- 
ter is fometimes enquired into dy the Houfe it/elf, fometimes by Com- 
mittees of the whole Houfe, and at others by Selec? Committees, as may 
be feen at the N* 1, 227, and 520, under the Title Houle; where 
it appears, that American Affairs have been taken up in thefe dif- 
ferent Modes of Enquiry: And at Ne 360, 379, 519, and 530, 
under the Title }poufe, it appears the African Company’s Affairs have 
been.taken up in the fame Way.

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In fome Inftatices, in the Execution of this Work, the CAaiw of 
Proceedings on particular Cafes is broke, or not attended to at all: 
As for Inftance, in the Cafe of Bil/s brought into the»Houfe, the 
Title of the Bill) is only given under the General Head to’ which it 
relates, with a Reference to the Volume’ and Page where the Bill 7s 
ordered in by the Commons, or. is: fent from the Lords. ©The Con- 
fulter will not, in the General Index; be referred to the feveral Pages 
in the Journals where the Bill was prefented*, and read a Firft Time; 
read a Second Time, and committed ; reported, and ordered to be in- 
groffed, read a Third Time, and paffed, &c. x. Thefe are the common 
and regular Proceedings on every Bill; and’ relsonstore} in the-General 
Index cannot be of Ufe in the way of Precedent. But, wherever a Bill 
appears in the General Index under its proper Title, or Subje& Mat- 
ter, there the Confulter will learn the Fate of the Bill, either bya 
P, prefixed to the Volume and Page of the Journal to which he is 
referred, (which P is always intended to denote that the Bill paffed 
into a Law) or, in Words +, he is told where, or in what Stage, the 
Bili dropt, if he fnds no P prefixed: And if there were any Petitions 
for or again/? a Bill, they always appear under it: — E. g. ACN” 41, 
under the Title Zrmp, it appears there were Four feveral Bills, 
‘© For the more /peedy and effefual recruiting the Land Forces and 
“° Marines,’ One in the xxiv" Volume, Two in the xxvii", and the 
Fourth Bill in the xxviii" Volume; to the Three firft there are P’s 
prefixed to the Page of each (which, it muit be remembered, denotes 
that cach of thefe Bills paffed into a Law;) but the Confulter is in- 
formed, the Bill ordered in the xxviii" Volume dropt after the Report. 
Suppofe, in this Cafe, the Confulter fhould doubt the Compiler’s 
Exa@inefs, or wants to fee evcry Proceeding upon any of thefe Bills; 
if he will take the Trouble to turn to the Seffonal Index to the 28th 


Volume, he will inftantly find this Bill for recruiting the Land 


Forces, and will there fee and may trace every Proceeding, and like- 
wife learn the Fate of the Bill.

And it 
muft be remembered, that when the Journals were ordered to be 
printed, in the Year 1742-4, it was then refolved there fhould be 
Two Indexes; One to each Volume, and a General One to the Whole; 
and of courfe intended, that both fhould be ufed, as Companions 
to each other. 


As all Matters in this General Index are referred to by Volume 
and Page, fome Gentlemen have thought the Day and Year fhould 
likewife have been given; that would have fwelled the Work ex- 
ceedingly, and to very little Purpofe ; for, upon a little Acquaintance 
with the Journals, the Years may foon be known by the Volume 
of the Journal;—for Inftance any Matters referred to in the 
xviii" Volume, muft be in the Years 1714, 15, 16, or 17173 becaufe 
that Volume .contains the Journals of the Proceedings of Parlia-

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Having endeavoured to explain both the General Principles, and 
Mode of executing, the General Index, 1 hope I fhall be _par- 
doned for adding a few Words, touching that Period which I 
have executed. I doubt not, moft Gentlemen will be of Opinion, 
that whoever wifhes to cite Cafes from the Journals of Parlia- 
ment, in Times lefs exceptionable than others, and where the 
Bufinefs of Parliament was conduéted under the ableft Speakers, 
would’ be defirous of fixing the Ara from the Revolution to the 
prefent Time.—Of this Period the following Index contains the 
Reigns of Geo. I. and II. and fourteen Years of his prefent 
— Majefty; when Mr. Compton, Mr. Onflow, Sir Fohn Cuff, and Sir 
Fletcher Norton, the prefent Speaker, filled’ the Chair in the Houfe 


of Commons. 


And having mentioned SIR JOHN CUST as one of 
thefe diftinguifhed Speakers, I cannot but lament my Inabi- 
lity to do Juftice to his refpectable Character. I fhould, in- 
deed, be able to do that Juftice, if I could relate, with Ac- 
curacy, what Lord Worth faid of him, with equal Eloquence 
and Truth, when he propofed his Succefflor to the Houfe, on 
the 22° of January, 1770. On that Occafion, his Lordfhip, 
who had long fat in Parliament with him, and had been a Witnefs 
to his Condué, expreffed, in pathetic Terms, his Senfe of the 
Misfortune to the Houfe, and to the Public, in being deprived of 
fo valuable a Guardian of their Laws and Liberties. I had the 
melancholy Satisfa@tion to hear that Speech, and well remember 
that Lord Worth, with great Ability, Energy, and Affection, re- 
counted his Virtues, and many amiable Qualities, in a Manner that 
reflected as much Honour to himfelf, as he nobly meant to give 
to SIR JOHN CUST: His Lordfhip mentioned him as a Speaker 
whofe Knowledge of Parliamentary Bufinefs, and of the Hiftory 
and Conftitution of his Country; whofe unwearied and ftri@ At- 
tention to all the Duties of his Office; whofe indefatigable Pains 
in examining all the Private Bills, upon which the Intereft and 
Happinefs of fo many Individuals depended; whofe unfhaken In- 
tegrity, fleady Impartiality in every Thing, and Refpect to every 
Body; whofe Readinefs to inftru@&, Tendernefs and Indulgence 
towards all, and particularly the Younger Members of the Houfe, 
had made him the Favourite of that Houfe of Commons in which 
he prefided, beloved by his Sovereign, and honoured and refpected 
by the whole Kingdom. 


As the Speech, of which I have given buta faint and imperfea 
Sketch, is not inferted in the Journals, I have endeavoured, from my 
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own Recollection, to fupply a Blank, which can never be filled up com- 
pleatly, without an authentic Copy of the Wodle Lord's Eulogium, 
The Motives to my endeavours are, a moft grateful Senfe: of the many 
Favours which I received from SIR JOHN CUST, and.an_ atftec- 
tionate Regard for his Memory. Though I am fenfible that no Tri- 
bute from me can add any Luftre to thofe Virtues which adorned his 
Character while he lived, and from which his Family have derived 
the higheft Honour fince his Death; yet, I flatter myfelf, that 1 fhall 
be excufed for an Attempt to record them, in a Preface to the Index 
to thofe Journals which mention him with fo much Honour, upon 
his unanimous Eleétion to the Chair, on the 3d of November 1761 * ; 
and again, on his unanimous Re-eleétion, on the roth of May 1768 +. 
—It would, indeed, be inexcufable if, on fuch an Occafion, I was 
wanting in any Teftimony of Gratitude to a Speaker, whofe At- 
tention to the Pudlict; and Goodnefs to me, induced him to aflift 
me in forming my original Plan for the following Work; for he fpent 
many of his valuable Hours with me, in confidering, examining, 
correcting, and improving my Ideas on the Subje@, as well as many 


Parts of my Collections from the Journals, which I had the Honour 
to lay before him. 


Since the Lofs of this able Diref&tor of my Work, the prefent 
Speaker has honoured me with his Commands in the Bufinefs ; and I 
have been employed in executing. different Plans, agreeable to the 
Report of the Committee appointed to enquire into the Progrefs of 
the Work, in the xxxv" Volume of the Journals, Page 786. In 
a Track fo untrodden as this, many Paths muft be attempted, before 
the Right can be hit upon. The prefent Speaker, too, was fo good 
as to look over my original Plan, in 1765, and kindly recommended 
me to Earl Nugent's Notice; who favoured me with his Thoughts 
upon The General Index, and permitted me to perufe and take 
Minutes from a valuable Manufcript in, his Lordfhip’s Poffeffion 


(a Calendar to the Journals of the Houfe of Lords) which furnithed 
me with many ufeful Ideas. 


Nor will my Gratitude fuffer me to pafs unnoticed Lord Brown- 
low’s Goodnefs, in lending me his Father’s choice and inftrudtive 
Colleétions of Parliamentary Cafes, and of Precedents of the Forms 


and Order obferved in the Houfe of Commons; which have been of 
fingular Service.

removed a fingle obftacle, or cleared my Way, by the Strictures 
with which they have favoured me. 


By thefe great Helps, and uncommon Advantages, I truft the 
Work will now appear fo clearly digefted, as to make it acceptable to 
the Two Houfes of Parliament, for whofe Ufe I have the honour to 
compile it. To that Juftice, Judgment, and Candour, which has 
ever diftinguifhed thofe auguft Affemblies, I humbly fubmit my 
Labours, in full Affurance that they will make thofe Allowances to 
which a Work of fuch Magnitude, Difficulty, and unequalled Variety, 
is entitled; efpecially when they confider, that almoft every Para- 
graph in the Journals of the Houfe of Commons relates to very dif-
